I would suggest then, that if so 
much time as now consumed is to oo 
spent at cards, why not make the 
prizes books or magazines, instead of 
useless trinkets or jewelry? Say a 
good book or periodical is won, the 
lucky person, after reading it, should 
be required to pass it in succession 
to other members of the club. When 
all have read it, let winner have it o r 
else make the season's collection the 
beginning of a public library for the 
city. In this way, the aims of the 
players will be focused on more 
worthy ends which will furnish 
besides a large supply of the meet- 
ing's conversation in exchange of 
thought, reading matter for the inter- 
vals now doubtless, with many, diffi- 
cult to fill to advantage.

THE LEGISLATURE 



The Legislature re assembled Tues- 
day and by next week will be fairly 
engaged upon its heavy labors of 
re-organizing the government under 
the new Constitution. It is probable 
that the first work that will claim the 
attention of the members will be the 
charters of the various classes of 
cities, and to reconcile and adjust ail 

charter/ will consume a large part 
ol t M-sHion. which.it is believed, 
will necessarily be extended until the 
next harvest. Another important 
matter, the Corporation Bill, will 
again have to be introduced and 
passed, but if the Court of Appeals 
settles the vexed question about the 
final passage of a bill in the World's 
Fair case now under submission, 
there will be no further obstacle to its 
enactment. The charter for Louis 
ville will be presented at a very 
early day and will meet with heavy 
opposition in certain features that 
will draw to Frankfort a large part 
of the office holders and politicians 
of that city. It is said that the same 
trouble will arise over the charter for 
the second class cities, hut the 
charters for the other classes, es- 
pecially the third, in which Frank- 
fort is included, it is believed, will go 
through with very little or no amend- 
ment to the drafts made by the city 
committees and the Revisory Com- 
mission.

THE WORLD'S PAIR CASE. 

Arguments Before the Court of Ap- 
peals Thursday. 

The arguments before the Court of 
Appeals in the case of the World's 
Pair Appropriation were not made 
Tuesday because of the illness of 
Judge Pryor, who asked that he case 
be passed until Thursday, in order 
that he might be present. On Thurs- 
day the court-room was thronged 
withlawyers and Legislators, and Mr, 
George M. Davie spoke for the Ken- 
tucky Commissioners, relying chiefly 
in his argument on the point that Au- 
ditor Norman could not question the 
validity of an act which the officers 
of the Legislature certify as having 
passed that body, and the Governor 
approves as a correct and valid law. 
Senator Goebel argued for the Audi- 
tor on the question of the final pas- 
sage of the bill, and during bis argu- 
ment was interrupted by J udge Pryor 
from the bench, who stated substan- 
tially that he did not believe the 
court could go back of the certified 
records of the Legislature, but that 
the Auditor certainly had the right 
to obtain a judicial construction of an 
act before authorizing the payment 
of money out of the treasury. Yes- 
terday Judge Alex. P. Humphrey 
concluded the argument for the Com- 
missioners, and Gov. Knott for the 
Auditor, the latter resting his argu- 
ment on the unconstitutionality of 
the appropriation, as set out in sec- 
tion 177 of the Constitution, as fol- 
lows: 

"The credit of the Commonwealth 
shall not be given, pledged or loaned 
to any individual, company, corpora- 
tion, municipality or political subdi- 
vision of the State; nor shall the 
Commonwealth become an owner or 
stockholder in, nor make donation to, 
any company, association or corpora- 
tion." 

The case was submitted, and it 
is propable that a decision will be 
written and delivered some time next 
week. 

As the Legislature is likely again 
to adhere to its former position as to 
what constitutes the final passage of 
a bill, backed by the weight of au- 
thority and long precedence, the 
Court of Appeals, now having the 
question fairly before it, ought not to 
shrink from a full decision that will 
settle once for all time a matter of 
such importance, both to the present 
Legislature and in the interests of the 
tax-payers, whose money is involved 
to such a large amount in the case at 
issue, as well as in the many other 
bills that will come up for considera- 
tion by the present and succeeding 
General Assembly.
